A., on “Tropical Dysenteries,” 
the other, by Dr. W. J. Cruikshank, of New York, on 
“The Specific Treatment of Acute Dysentery,” both ap- 
pearing in the New York “Medical Journal.” Dr. Long 
holis that dysentery is an infectious disease carried by 
foo! or drink through the mouth, and he does not be- 
lieve that aleoholic drinks are prophylactic. Warning 
Army doctors against being led into experiments in treat- 
ment in time of war and remote from large hospitals, 
he mentions four drugs which will cure 80 per cent. of 
dysentery cases when in their infancy. This remedial 
quartet is made up of sulphate of magnesium, calomel, 
ipecaeuanha and bismuth subnitrate, and the method of 
administering each is given. He recommends a highly 
nutritious and easily digestible food, with as little drug- 
ging as possible. 

‘These views of Surgeon Long were originally made 
public in a paper read before the medical officers of the 
U. S. A. General Hospital, at Presidio, Cal. In Ice- 
land, Sweden and other cold countries dysentery’s rav- 
ages have been reported. Sodre is quoted as saying that 
dysentery is one of the four great epidemic diseases of 
the world, prevailing chiefly in tropical regions. 

lr. Cruikshank gives figures showing the high mor- 
tality it causes, as, for example, in Japan, where from 
January » December, 1897, out of { "000 cases, 20,000 
were fatal. 

\nother important observation of the renowned Sodre 
is quoted with approval, viz., that a long sojourn in en- 
demie countries will not confer immunity from dysen- 
tery. On the contrary, according to some observers, the 
longer the term of residence of a European in the colonies, 
the more predisposed he is to contract the disease. 

lr. Cruikshank says that the classification in Army 
and Navy reports of dysentery with diarrheal diseases 
is misleading and quotes Prof. Flexner, who was one of 
a commission sent to Manila by the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity to study the diseases prevailing there, as saying: 
“I am eonvinced, after nearly three months’ residence in 
Manila, that the enteric diseases, of which dysentery 
was the most frequent and important, were the chief 
causes of disability and mortality among the land forces 
of the American armies.” 

The general purpose of Dr. Cruikshank’s paper is to 
show the necessity of regarding dysentery as one disease 
and one only, and as always the same whether observed 
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in the tropics.as endemic 7 
to become chronic, or in vemperhie regions: ga sporadic 
and epidemic. " re . 

The subject of dysentery figures in the of Cap- 
tain and Asst. Surgeon J. J. Curry, U.S, V., a member 
of the board of Army officers ap ted to investigate 
the diseases of the Philippines. e says: . “Dysentery 
is responsible for the highest mortality among our troops 
on service in the Hast, but even this statement does not 
give any adequate idea of the gravity of this disease. 
Dysentery in the islands is responsible for more perma- 
nent disabilities than all the rest of the diseases com- 
bined.” In the great majority of cases among our troops 
(in practically all the cases he investigated) there was a 
history of re ag polluted or uncertain water. The 
almost universal history obtained was that while in the 
more permanent camps and drinking boiled water the 
men were free from any serious disturbance of the bowels, 
but during a march when no boiled water was to be 
had, the men drank from any stream or pool and diarrhea 


began. 

The liberality of the surgeon general toward the patho- 
logical laboratories in the Philippines is producing ex- 
cellent results in ameliorating conditions in the islands. 
Dr. Curry says: ‘The valuable work performed by these 
laboratories has fully justified the liberality of the sur- 
geon general toward them in the matter of supplies and 
of equipment.” Dr. Curry declares that “when the same 
modern sanitary measures existing in the United States 
are put in operation in the Philippines, that country will 
be as habitable as our southern Bates.” 








PUGET SOUND'S FUTURE PRIMACY. 


Great as is the local development in all parts of the 
State of Washington, it sinks into insignificance compared 
with the prospective trascontinental and oceanic business 
already heading for Puget Sound. Consult again the 
map, and note the position that this body of water occu- 
pies with respect to the world. It sounds extravagant 
now, but sober and cool-headed business men, familiar 
with the facts, believe that Washington holds the key 
to the future commerce of the world. She stands at the 
crossroads of the nations, at the confluence of the com- 
modities of the four quarters of the.globe. She is the 
successor of Phoenicia, Carthage, Italy and England, as 
the natural exchange-point of all lands. Europe and the 
United States are at her back, Alaska and British Col- 
umbia at her right hand, the tropics at her left, and the 
Orient, with half the population of the world, in front. 
Formerly California was supposed to be the natural 
center of our Western frontage. We cannot discredit 
the magnificent location and resources of that State, but 
it is true that Washington is gaining on California py 
leaps and bounds. This is due to three causes—first, 
Washington has five transcontinental railways in reach, 
California is under the despotism of one; second, the 
vast developments of Alaska and British Columbia hare 
made Puget Sound the hub of Pacific Coast trade; third, 
and most important, the route to the Orient is materiall 
shorter by Puget Sound than by the Golden Gate.—W.

The new poster 
is excellent in its color work, and will be prized’ for its 
artistic beauty and as an interesting historic document. 
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A letter from an officer serving in the Philippines, 
dated March 17, says that General Funston captured, 
within his district, a rebel officer sent by Aguinaldo to 
recruit for the insurgent army. This man was “per- 
suaded”—we use our correspondent’s word—to disclose 
Aguinaldo’s whereabouts and to act as a guide back. 
In this view of the case the captured officer was himself 
a spy, and it is hard to see in what way the best tradi- 
tions of military warfare were departed from in using 
an enemy’s spy for the enemy’s own undoing. A parallel 
case would have been furnished in our Revolutionary 
War if Major Andre, the British spy, had been induced, 
say, on promise of immunity from punishment of death, 
to disclose plans of the English. He had come within 
our lines for the purpose of aiding an American officer 
to betray his country, and if we had retaliated by mak- 
ing him betray his friends it is hard to see where we 
should have been censurable, except at the hands of 
dilettante patriots, who have been sufficiently answered 
by the able statement of Prof. Theodore Woolsey, of 
Yale University, of the rules of war applicable to the 
case of General Funston.

The purposes of this Military Order are Patriotic, His- 
torf= and Military, and companionship is strictly confined 
to Commissioned Officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps who have done active service, together with the 
male descendants in the male line of Commissioned Of- 
ficers in the Revolution, War with Tripoli, War of 1812, 
War with Mexico and the Spanish-American War. 

Personal requisites are carefully considered in the ad- 
; ge to Veteran or Hereditary Companionship in this 

rder 

To enable companions to become more closely identified 
with the Order from a social standpoint, the National 
Order is divided up into State Commanderies, with their 
roper State Constitution and Laws, under the control of 
Btate Officers, all owing their allegiance and existence 
to the National Commandery. 

At this present time, State Commanderies exist in the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Illinois, 
California, Massachusetts, Florida, Maryland, District of 
Columbia, Ohio, Missouri, Vermont, Virginia, Rhode Isl- 
and, Louisiana, Indiana, New Jersey and Wisconsin. 

Admission to this Military Order is secured in the sev- 
eral State Commanderies, either by the nomination ema- 
nating from the Commandery or by application thereto, 
through two companions personally known to the appli- 
cant, and vouching for same.

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THE NAVAL APPRENTICES. 


We wish all success to the magazine entitled “Our 
Naval Apprentice,” which is to be published on board 
the U. 8. training ship Constellation, Newport, R. L., 
at irregular intervals in the interests of the apprentices 
of the U. S. Navy. The first number, tHat for April, 


1901, shows that the editor not only has a correct appre- 
ciation of what such a paper should be, but is moved by 
a spirit of enthusiasm for the apprentice service, which 
gives him his title to speak for it. The letter press is 





in type-writing letters. It has a handsome cover, with 
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the fine figure of a naval apprentice upon it, and some 
excellent illustrations. One object of the magazine is to 
introduce the naval apprentices to the American public 
so as to impress upon “the fathers of American boys— 
good boys—that the apprentices in Uncle Sam’s care 
are being taught a grand profession; one in which the 
only limit to the boy’s acquirement of useful knowledge 
is his own ability.” The editor says: ‘There are at 
the present time nearly 800 apprentices at the Newport 
Naval Training Station. Their ages range from 15 to 
17 years. Before they reach the age of thirty each one 
of the large percentage remaining in the Service will be 
a living, thinking and alert part of our future Navy. 
Is it not a bright future to look forward to, to be an 
integral part of one of the finest navies in the world? 
Many Americans fathers, if they could know what a 
large number of the boys at this station to-day will in ten 
years or less be warrant officers with comfortable life 
and quarters and salary of $1,800 a year, would place 
their sons where they can compete for these positions, 
Besides the warrant officers hundreds of boys now at 
Newport under training wilk be filling important chief 
petty officer positions. Boys are difficult to secure for 
this service, and the reason is that the true condition 
of affairs in this important branch of our Navy is not 
generally known.” 

The career of one apprentice is given as an illustra- 
tion. He is Btsn. P. H. Burns, U. 8S. N., retired, whose 
manly face is represented in a portrait accompanying 
the sketch. He is a Yonkers, N. Y., boy who con- 
menced his career selling newspapers in the streets of 
New York out of school hours, and was successful in 
every venture he undertook. He received his appoint- 
ment as boatswain Oct. 20, 1896, on the recommendation 
of Admiral Philip, and after passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination June, 1898, he was retired for incapacity in- 
cident to the service, but was restored to duty on his 
recovery, and is now in charge of storehouses at Nor- 
folk Yard. 

As the editor says: “The training system which gradu- 
ates boys of the above stamp is an example which the 








foreign naval powers copy after, especially the Japanese 
and Brazilian Navies, and the worth of our system is 
as well known across the Atlantic as it is in this 
country.” 

Four hundred and eighty-one boys were received at 
Newport during the three months ending with March. 
Two boys failed to report after enlistment, but there 
was only one desertion. One boy was discharged for 
illegal enlistment, 19 for inaptitude, 18 by purchase and 
51 for physical disability. 
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ENGLANDS INDIAN TROOPS. 


All the native troops dispatched to China by the 
Government of India were armed with the Lee-Metford, 
for the first time doing away with the custom hitherio 
prevailing that the native army should always be armed 
with an inferior rifle to that in possession of the British 
army. The Indian Government has the greatest con- 
fidence in its native troops. The Sikhs, who since the 
Sepoy mutiny have formed a considerable and valuable 
portion of the Army, have covered themselves with glory 
in many campaigns, serving in China, Abyssinia, Afghan- 
istan, Egypt and Burmah. The religion of the Sikhs, 
Sikhism, is the result of a sort of Protestant revolt 
against Brahmanism under the lead of Nanak, who was 
a contemporary of Luther. Sikhs are forbidden to cut 
their hair or beards, to gamble or smoke tobacco, but are 
allowed the use of intoxicating liquors. They are de 
scribed by Sir Lepel Griffin as a singularly sincere, simpie 
and warm-hearted race, susceptible to kindness and giv- 
ing a most loyal service to those whom they trust.” Sir 
Lepel says, in the “North-American Review:” 

“In Afghanistan and on the Northwest frontier, in 
China and the Soudan, the Sikhs have always been in the 
van and have covered themselves with glory; while in 
Burmah, Singapore and Hong Kong they form an admir- 
able body of military police. Among the fighting races of 
the world, the Sikh holds a very high place, nor do | 
believe that for the highest qualities of a soldier there 
is any one his superior. Led by British officers, I be 
lieve Sikhs to be far better troops, steadier and more 
intelligent, than the majority of those found in Buropeap 
armies. The Gurkhas are equally good, but of these 
the number of recruits is limited. The value of the 
Silkh is increased by his freedom from caste prejudice, 
which permits his employment beyond the sea or ip 
conditions where the Brahman, the Rajput or the ordi- 
nary Hindu would find it impossible to live without in- 
curring social ostracism. The Sikh is as gallant and 
impetuous in attack as he is imperturbable in defense 
or reverse. Exceedingly temperate and enduring, the 
severest hardships are borne cheerfully and without com- 
plaint, and he is always ready to risk or sacrifice his 
life, without a thought, when led by officers who are 
worthy of him. No praise which can be given to this 
incomparable soldier is above his deserts.” 
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REORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 


For the present the Regular Army will consist of but 
75,787 enlisted men, as was stated in the Army and 
Navy Journal of April 6. The Artillery will be imme- 
diately enlisted to the maximum of 18,862 enlisted men, 
and the promotion in that arm of the Service will all 
be made at the present time without regard to previous 
which limited such promotions to twenty 
per cent. each year for five years. The above figures 
do not include either staff or line officers. They have 
been approved by the Secretary of War, and a general 
order will be issued in accordance with them. 

The effect of this decision immediately to increase the 
Artillery Corps to its full strength will be to promote 
hundreds of officers in that arm of the Service, many 
of whom would not have been advanced for several 
years. The act of Feb. 2 provides that the Artillery 
Corps shall have, when at its full strength, 14 colonels, 
13 lieutenant colonels, 39 majors, 195 captains, 195 1st 
lieutenants and 195 2d lieutenants. Besides those offi- 
cers of Artillery who have already been promoted the 
following will be advanced as a result of the recent 
decision of the Secretary of War: 

Lieutenant colonels to be colonels—C. A. Woodruff, 
D. H. Kinzie, J. R. Myrick, J. L. Tiernon and E. Van 
A. Andruss. Majors to be lieutenant-colonels—J. P. 
Story, W. P. Vose, G. G. Greenough, S. A. Day, A. H. 
Merrill, W. Ennis, G. 8S. Grimes, J. M. K. Davis, B. K. 
Roberts and J. O’Hara. Captains to be majors—H. C. 
Danes, H. R. Anderson, R. H. Patterson, O. E. Wood, 
E. 8. Curtis, E. Davis, J. M. Califf, C. W. Hobbs, C. 
L. Best, J. D. C. Hoskins, H. L. Harris, A. Murray, 
W. E. Birkhimer, T. R. Adams, J. A. Lundeen, M. 
Crawford, G. N. Whistler, S. Smith, H. A. Reed and 
A. S. Cummins. Beginning with lst Lieut. W. C. 
Davis, who stands number one in his grade, 1st lieuten- 
ants of Artillery will be promoted down to and includ- 
ing Lieut. E. D. Scott, who now stands number 86 in 
his grade. 1st Lieut. A. G. Jenkins will then be number 
one in the lineal list of 1st lieutenants of Artillery. 

All of those now 2d lieutenants of Artillery will be 
promoted to be ist lieutenants, and there will still be 
84 vacancies in the grade of ist lieutenant which will 
have to be filled by transfers from the other arms of 
the Service. Ove hundred and ninety-five vacancies in 
the grade of 2d lieutenant of Artillery will be created. 
There is a question as,to whether these officers promoted 
by this decision will take rank from’ Feb. 2, 1901, or 
from July 1, the beginning of the next fiscal year. The 
chances are, however, that they will take rank from 
the former date. 

We publish in another column a long list of appoint- 
ments made by the President, of lieutenants in the 
Regular Army. The confirmation of all of these ap- 
pointments, it must be understood, are dependent upon 
the results of the examinations of appointees. It is 
expected at the War Department that many of the 
young men will fail to pass the extremely difficult ex- 
amination. These appointments as announced by the 
War Department on April 24 constitute only a little 
more than one-half of the total number which will have 
to be made under the provisions of the Act of Feb. 2. 

Although the examinations to be given the candidates 
for commissions in the Regular Army are to be severe 
and will closely follow the orders prescribing examina- 
tions to be given enlisted men for commissions, it is 
not the intention of the War Department to quibble on 
small points. It is thoroughly realized that the young 
Volunteer officers who have just returned from the 
Philippines have not been able to do much studying, 
and hence a board of officers has been appointed to meet 
at Washington for the purpose of examining such papers 


decisions, 


as may be referred to it by the boards convenéd to ~ 
examine the applicants for commissions. The board 
consists of Brig. Gen. James M. Bell,-U. 8S. V., and 
colonel, 8th Cav.; Major Henry ‘A. Greén, assistant ad- 
jutant general, and Capt. Arthur B. Foster, 19th Inf. 
In case a candidate is found deficient by the examining 
board his examination papers will be referred to the 
above board, who will finally pass upon his case, 

As has been stated on previous occasions the War 
‘Department holds that Volunteer officers appointed to 
the Regular Army will take rank as to length of prior 
commissioned service between ‘themselves and those 
who are now holding regular commissions in the grade 
to which they will be appointed. This means that 
many of the officers now in the Regular Army and who 
graduated from the Military Academy in one of the 
most recent classes will be ranked by some of the newly 
appointed officers. The list which we publish elsewhere 
contains the names of men who will be appointed Ist 
as well as 2d lieutenants in the Regular Army. It is 
stated at the War Department that this is the only 
possible construction which could be placed upon the 
law. 

The final decision of the Secretary of War 
as to the immediate increase of the Artillery was 
reached after consultation with Lieutenant-General 
Miles and after receiving recommendations from General 
MacArthur in the Philippines. It is believed at the 
War Department, and no hesitation is made in stating 
such belief officially, that the recent events in the 
Philippine Islands will practically end any organized 
or serious armed resistance to our arms in that Archi- 
pelago. Naturally, it will be necessary for some time 
to come to maintain.a large and efficient army in the 
Islands, but the force will not exceed 40,000 men and 
may be considerable less. 

Under date of April 3 Lieditenant-General Miles 
recommended to the Secretary of War that the enlisted 
strength of the Army be, for the present, limited to one 
soldier for every one thousand inhabitants and that 
the Artillery Corps be immediately brought up to its 
maximum. It was pointed out that the Act of Feb. 
2, Sec. 9, providing for the reorganization of the Regu- 
lar Army, reads as follows: “That the increase herein 
provided for the Artillery shall be made as follows: 
Not less than twenty per centum before July 1, 1901, 
and not less than twenty per centum each succeeding 
twelve months until the. total number provided for 
shall have been attained.” The wording of this section, 
as will be seen, does not make it mandatory that only 
twenty per centum be enlisted before July 1, of this 
year, but simply states that at least that strength be at- 
tained by that date. The whole question turns upon 
the words “not less.” 

In detail it has been decided that the strength of the 
Army for the present shall be as follows: 

Cavalry—i2 troops of 85 enlisted men, each, 1,020; 
regimental and squadron N. C. staff, 8; regimental 
band, 28. Total number of enlisted men in regiment, 
1,056. Number of regiments, 15. Total enlisted cavalry, 
15,840. 

Infantry—12 companies of 104 enlisted men, each, 
1,248; regiment and battalion N. ©. staff, 8; regimental 
band, 28. Total enlisted men in regiment, 1,284. Num- 
ber of regiments, 30. Total enlisted men in infantry, 
38,520. 

Artillery Corps—Sergeants major, senior grade, 21; 
sergeants-major, junior grade, 27; bands, 10 at 28 
each, 280. Total N. C. staff and bands, 328. Coast 
Artillery—126 companies at 109 enlisted men each, 
13,734. Field Artillery—30 batteries at 160 enlisted 
men, each, 4,800. Total artillery corps, 18,862. 

Engineer Battalions—12 companies of 104 enlisted 
men, each, 1,248; battalion N. C. staff, 6; band, 28.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


In our issue of April 20, page | 818, we gave a list of 
the paragraphs of the Army Regulations amended by 
G. O. 51, April 13, H. Q. A. A. G. O. The following 
are the amendments made under this i 2 in detail: 

226. The designation “company” as in these ese regu- 
lations applies to troops of cavalry, batteries of field ar- 
tillery, and com es of infantry and coast artillery 
and bands of 1 arms. The designation “battalion” 
applies in like manner to squadrons of ca 

In the cavalry and infantry arms the regiment is 
the admisistrative unit; a cavalry regiment consists of 
three constituted squadrons of four troops each; an in 
fantry regiment of three constituted battalions of four 
companies each. The command of a ment devolves 
upon the senior officer on duty with it wherever he may 
be stationed. Wherever incomplete battalions of the same 
or different regiments are serving together the command- 
ing officer may designate provisional ttalions. The bat- 
talion is a unit for maneuvers and instruction; it is not 
an administrative unit; it has no headquarters and when 
serving in regiment no records. 

eld officers of the line of the Army are assigned 
by the department or other commander to stations or 
commands where their services are most required, pro- 
vided troops of their own regiments or corps are serv- 
ing there. Lieutenant colonels and majors on duty at 
posts are assigned to provisional battalions by post com- 
manders. 

233. ‘The regimental staff officers are appointed from the 
captains and consist of the on. the ee 
and the commissary and they w so designated, res- 
pectively; they are appointed “by “he regimental com- 
mander, who will at once report his action to the Ad- 
jutant General, the a of the quartermaster 
and the commissary to made subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of War. The battalion staff officers 
are appointed from the lieutenants and consist of the 
adjutant and the quartermaster and commissary and they 
mental commander upon the recommendation of the 
will be designated as battalion (or squadron) adjutant 
and as battalion (or squadron) quartermaster and com- 
missary, respectively; they are appointed by the regi- 
battalion commander. When a battalion is detached and 
serving at such a distance from regimental headquarters 
that more than fifteen days are required for exchange 
of correspondence by mail the battalion staff officers 
are appointed by the battalion commander, who wiil 
immediately notify the regimental commander and the 
Adjutant General. Appointments of staff officers will 
not be antedated and will take effect the day on which 
actually made. The officer will be entitled to the pay 
pertaining to his appointment from the date he enters 
upon duty under it. 

234. Regimental staff officers may hold office for four 

ears and battalion staff officers for two years and no 
onger. They will not be eligible for a second tour, nor 
for appointment or reappointment, except to serve an 
unexpired term; but the time an adjutant or quarter- 
master may have previously served or the A. mental 
staff with the rank of lieutenant, and any pet a lieu- 
tenant may have served as a battalion staff officer, will 
not be included in computing the four years for which 
he may hold office on the regimental staff as a captain. 

All staff appointments in a regiment are restricted 
to the officers on duty with it and who are not serving 
at a school of instruction. Should the regimental com- 
mander desire to appoint an absent officer to the regi- 
mental staff he may apply for orders for the absent 
officer to join, but the officer must join before the 
appointment can be made. 

240. A regimental staff officer may be assigned to duty 
with a company or to any Ce duty which his regi- 
mental commander may im A battalion staff officer

mpose. 

241. The regimental noncommissioned staff officers con- 
sist of the sergeant major, the quartermaster sergeant, 
the commissary sergeant, and the two color sergean's, and 
are appointed by the regimental commander.

Each noncommissioned staff offi- 
cer will be furnished with a warrant, signed by the 
officer making the appointment and countersigned by 
the adjutant.

A noncommissioned staff officer 
may be reduced to the ranks by the sentence of a court- 
martial or by order of the commander aaving authority 
to appoint such noncommissioned officer. oncommis- 
sioned staff officers will preferably be selected from the 
noncommissioned officers of the regiment most distin- 
guished for efficiency, gallantry and soldierly bearing. 

257. Company noncommissioned officers are appointed 
by regimental commanders, or by battalion commanders 
under conditions stated in paragraph 241, on the recom- 
mendation of their company commanders, but in no 
case will any company organization have an excess of 
noncommissioned officers above that allowed by law. 

To test the capacity of privates for the duties of non- 
commissioned officers, company commanders may ap- 
point lance corporals, who will hold such appointment 
not to exceed three months and will be obeyed and res- 
pected as corporals. The appointments, with the ap- 
proval of the regimental or post or battalion commander, 
may be renewed for three months, but no company shali 
have more than one lance corporal at a time unless there 
are noncommissioned officers absent by authority, dur- 
ing which absences there may be one for each absentee. 
Lance corporals holding renewed appointments are on 
the same footing regarding reduction as corporals. A 
lance corporal holding a first appointment will wear the 
uniform of a Remy with a chevron having one bar of 
if holding a renewed appointment he will 
wear the waiiorm of a corporal except that the chevron 
will have but one bar of lace or braid. 

Each noncommissioned officer will be furnished 
with a certificate or warrant of his rank, signed by the 
officer making the appointment, and countersigned by 
the adjutant, but a separate warrant as first sergeant 
will not be given. A warrant issued to a noncommis- 
sioned officer is his personal property. Warrants n 
not he renewed in cases of re-enlistment in the same 
company, if reenlistment is made the day following 
the day of discharge, but upon request may remain in 
force until vacated by promotion or reduction; each 
reenlistment and continuance may be noted on the war- 
rant by the company commander.

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SOME ARMY CRITICS ANSWERED. 


Mr. Ernest Howard Crosby gives us in the New York 
“Independent” for April 18 a statement of his concep- 
tions of “The Military Idea of Manliness,” in which he 
says: “The West Point conception of a figbt, for in- 
stance, is to pick out a raw, untutored ‘plebe’ who 
scarcely knows his right hand from his left, and stand 
him up against the best boxer in the corps, and let him 
take his punishment unfil he is knocked senseless.” 

We can assure Mr. Crosby that such a misrepresenta- 
tion as is found in this statement by him certainly 
does not accord with military ideas of manii- 
ness, or with any ideas on the subject with which 
we are acquainted. There is no reasonable excuse 
for his misstatement, as there have recently been two 
searching investigations of the Military Academy, one 
by a Military Court of Inquiry and the other by a Com- 
mittee of Congress. The evidence shows that hazing was 
confined to the class one year older than the plebes 
subjected to its hardships, and that from this class, hav- 
ing only one year’s additional training and experience, it 
was not the best boxer who was selected, but a man as 
nearly as possible of the same size and weight as his 
opponent. The corps consists of four classes, and the 
selection was made, not from the corps as a whole, 
but from members of the third class, the lowest class 
in the corps with one exception. This may seem to Mr. 
Crosby an unimportant matter, but is it not reasonable 
to ask that one so much disposed to criticism as he is 
sheuld be truthful and exact in his statements? 

As to the other statements in Mr. Crosby’s article, 
we are unable to speak with confidence, for our know- 
ledge is thus far confined, as his is, to statements appear- 
ing in the daily newspapers and such statements we have 
found, after a long experience with them, to be almost 
uniformly inexact and misleading, if not positively un- 
truthful. Witness the stories concerning the massacres 
in China with which the papers were filled at the time of 
the siege of Pekin. But where there is a disposition to 
find fault so strongly developed as it is in the case of 
Mr. Crosby exaggeration and falsehood may be more 
welcome than truth. 

If Mr. Crosby seeks, in the spirit of honest research, 
to learn what are the military ideas of manliness, let 
him read the story of Craven going to the bottom in 
the Tecumseh in Mobile Bay, that he might give place 
to the pilot who was struggling with him for the one 
chance of life left to the two, or the more recent story 
of Roper, who lost his life on the Petrel in the effort 
to save the life of one of his men. Let him recall the 
death of that noble soldier Canby in the Lava Beds, 
and Howard’s visit tu the camp of the Apaches. Let 
him read the inscriptions accompanying the medals of 
honor granted to Cols. Freeman, Schwan and Tilton, Ma- 
jor Burns, Capts. Varnum, Day, Cruse and Parnell, 
Lieut. Burnett, Sergts. Nee and Quinn, Corporals Bell, 
Forsyth and Wende and Private Johnson of our Army, 
rewarded for their self-sacrificing gallantry in the succor 
of disabled comrades. We select these from 158 cases 
of gallantry recorded in the Army Register as being less 
open than others to Mr. Crosby’s criticism on all purely 
warlike actions. All of the cases are, however, il- 
lustrations of the spirit which has actuated men 
of war in all times and which has inspired them to 
deeds of manly courage and honorable self-sacrifice 
in accord with the most exacting ideas of manliness. 

If Mr. Crosby wishes to form a correct idea as to 
the actions which are recognized in the Army as exhi- 
bitions of manly courage justifying the bestowal of the 
medal of honor, let him read the story of Lieut. (now 
Capt.) Matthias W. Day, who, during a severe action 
with the Apaches, returned after his command had been 
ordered to retreat, and, picking up a wounded negro 
soldier, carried him off the field on his back down a 
rocky trail under a hot fire. 

The criticism upon our article of April 6 entitled 
“More Lies from Boston,” which appears in the New 
Bedford (Mass.) “Standard” of April 20, is more in- 
genious than truthful. If the editor of the “Standard” 
had our article before him he knew very well that we 
did not argue that “the fact that soldiers have been 
court-martialed and punished for outrages is proof that 
accusations of outrages are untrue.” It is proof, how- 
ever, as we showed in the article referred to that the 
assertions that our soldiers are under orders to treat 
the Filipinos inhumanly is slanderously false. Speaking 
of our military authorities, we said “that their utmost 
efforts and their most exact orders should fail in some in- 
stances to restrain the passions of men is within the 
possibilities, but that they have sanctioned or willingly 
permitted any departure from the rule of humane war- 
fare is a falsehood with which no self-respecting paper 
should sully its columns.” What we asserted was that 
the acts complained of “are exceptional, and have been 
done in spite of military orders and not in accordance 
with them.” The Army makes no complaint of criticism, 
but it does justly complain of criticism’ based upon preju- 
diced, untruthful and garbled statenients, such as that 
appearing in the “Standard.” If the editor of that 
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paper will wander into some one of the churches of New 
Bedford at the right moment on some leisure Sunday 
he will hear from the pulpit this declaration, to which 
all fair men give assent, aside from their recognition of 
its divine authority: “Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor.” 

While we are answering the “Standard” we may as 
well dispose of another of the stock misrepresentations 
of critics of the Army. This is the assertion that all 
of the deaths in the Philippines are to be charged to 
the war. Taking the figures of losses as they are con- 
spicuously paraded at frequent intervals in the New 
York “Evening Post,” we find that the deaths from 
disease among our troops in the Philippines from Aug. 
6, 1898, to March 18, 1901, reached a total of 2,266. 
This just about equals the deaths to be expected among 
an equal body of men of like ages in the United States, 
during a like period of time, which, according to mor- 
tality statistics, would reach a total of 2,126. This 
leaves to be charged against the war only the deaths 
by violence, which reached a total of 1,192 during the 
period mentioned. Of these 736 were killed and 456 
died from wounds and accidents. Our estimate of deaths 
among young men remaining in the United States is 
based upon estimates of mortality furnished by the actu- 
ary of the New York Life Insurance Company. In a let- 
ter to us, John B. Lunger, managing actuary, says: 

“In accordance with the American Table of Mortal- 
ity, which is generally used by the insurance companies 
as a basis for their premiums, the death rate per thous- 
and would be as follows at the ages named: Dighteen, 
7.73; nineteen, 7.77; twenty, 7.81; twenty-one, 7.86; 
twenty-two, 7.91; twenty-three, 7.96; twenty-four, 8.01; 
twenty-five, 8.07; twenty-six, 8.13; twenty-seven, 8.20; 
twenty-eight, 8.26; twenty-nine, 8.35; thirty, 8.43; thirty- 
one, 8.51; thirty-two, 8.61; thirty-three, 8.72; thirty-four, 
8.83; thirty-five, 8.95. 

“If you desire to know the average mortality for a 
body of men aged between eighteen ‘and thirty-five, it 
would depend entirely on the distribution of ages. If 
there were an equal number at each age, then the aver- 
age mortality would be about 8.15, but such condition 
is very unusual. In such a body the average age would 
probably be nearer thirty (8.34 per 1,000).” It will 
be remembered that these are the army ages for re- 
cruits, though there are many old soldiers in the Army 
above the age of thirty-five. 


JAPANESE ESTIMATE OF OUR SOLDIERS. 

The Hong Kong ‘‘Daily Press” of Jan. 24, 1901, a copy 
of which has been sent to us by an officer in the Philip- 
pines, discusses interestingly the Question of how the 
Western soldiers look to Eastern eyes in China. Appre- 
ciations of the Western soldier are now beginning to be 
written in Japan, not by the ordinary newspaper corres- 
pondent, whose tendency to paint pictures rather than 
to sketch portraits renders his testimony apocryphal, 
but by sober men of business or of letters, who, visiting 
China, have founded opinions on their own observations 
or on conversations with participators in the Pekin cam- 
pagn. The estimate of these writers, says a Tokio cor- 
respondent, differs as to the fighting capacities of the 
various units of the allied army, but are uniform when 
they discuss conduct and discipline. 

All agree in placing the United States soldier at the 
head of the list. No excesses of any kind stand to his 
credit, or rather his discredit. “Excesses” in the vocab- 
ulary of these critics does not include the soldier’s com- 
mon fault of inebriety. No one claims any special virtue 
for the American in that respect. The appreciations 
deal solely with crimes—robbery, incendiarism, murder 
and outrage. Not one of these is laid to the charge of 
the United States private. According to Japanese ac- 
counts, his behavior from first to last was that of a 
gentleman. The Germans are placed second in the list. 
Their discipline and steadiness are said to have been 
splendid, and they would probably be bracketed equal 
with the Americans had not their sympathies been en- 
tirely with the troops that won the least enviable repu- 
tation. Japanese critics place the French lowest but 
one on the list in the matter of loot and outrage, but 
they do testify to the French aversion to murder. When 
they have sated their lust they are not visited by an 
ungovernable instinct of brute ferocity driving them to 
deeds of wanton bloodshed. That terrible propensity 
is exhibited only by the Russian soldier, of whose deeds 
the Japs speak with horror and astonishment. 

The forbearance of the Japanese and their confidence 
in the ability of history to set them right have kept them 
from manifesting any disposition to frame from recent 
experiences a retort to the accusations hurled at them 
in 1894, when their victorious soldiers slew so many 
Chinese at Port Arthur and were promptly set down by 
the holier-than-thou class in the West as still to be num- 
bered with the barbarians. Troops of the allied armies 
six years later, with less excuse than the Japanese had 
at Port Arthur, have been guilty of equal if not worse 
excesses, which are the more atrocious, in view of the 
fact that the international troops were on an enlightening 
mission, carrying the torch of a higher and purer civili- 
zation, while in 1894 Japan panoplied herself in no such 
shining virtues, but went forth simply to slay and to 
conquer, absolutely indifferent as to whether China got 
a better religion as a result of the war, but deeply con- 
cerned in the material fruits that might fall to the vic 
tors. 

It is a pleasure to note that “most emphatic” of the 
friendships made among the Allies was that of the 
Americans and Japanese. This is the Tokio opinion, 
but we assume that this takes for granted the entente 
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between the English and Americans rather than ex- 
cludes it. However much our men appreciate the 
soldierly work of the Japanese, it is hardly to be ex- 
pected that they would take to them more heartily than 
to the British, with whom we have so many things in 
common, especially language, which is probably the 
strongest unifying force among peoples. 

Our regard for the Japanese was probably made con- 
spicuous in China by the very unexpectedness of it. It 
was indeed a spectacle worthy of exciting the comment 
of philosophers,—the hearty fraternization of the highest 
type of democratic government in the West with what 
until a few years ago was the representative of the most 
exclusive of Oriental monarchies. In the eyes of our 
soldiers there was undoubtedly more than a passing 
admiration for the little people who had done so much 
in so short a time. The Americans like speed, and this 
the Japanese have shown in their race out of the wilder- 
ness of Oriental conservatism. In a hundred vears or so 
we have turned what was a wilderness into the greatest 
producing country in the world, but the change we have 
wrought in the face of the earth is not greater than the 
change wrought by Japan in Oriental modes of thought. 
To clear out the forests of the West and plant there 
homes of progressive people was a no larger achievement 
than the clearing away of the old forms and ceremonies 
that chained Japan to the mouldy past. These are pri- 
marily times for a rapprochement between the Japanese 
and the Americans, when the former are honoring the 
memory of Commodore Perry by erecting a monument 
and are opening their dock yards and ports to our war- 
ships. 

In our issue of last week we spoke of Commodore 
Perry’s opening the ports of Japan “by force.” By this 
we did not mean that he had battered down Japanese 
opposition, but rather that his representations to the 
Government of Japan on the advisability of opening her 
ports to American trade had the more weight as he rep- 
resented the force and power of the Navy, succeed- 
ing with a display of naval strength where diplomacy 
had failed. We quite agree with Mr. William Speiden, 
of New York, who says in a letter to us, “that had 
other nations approached Japan in a Christian and peace- 
ful spirit it might not have been left to the United States 
te persuade Japan to open her ports and give to the world 
the benefit of all her vast natural resources.” 

Mr. Speiden does not see any analogy between the 
forcible British attempt to force the Transvaal open 
to modern trade energies and the quiet way that Perry 
went about the winning over of Japan, and he asks 
whether when the Boer war is over the remnant of the 
South African republics will erect a shaft to Great 
Britain, commemorating the event. Not immediately, 
perhaps, but one does not have to strain his imagination 
to picture the progressive burghers of fifty years hence, 
imbued with the spirit of modern advancement, com- 
memorating their emancipation from the semi-nomadism 
of the veldt and their initiation into the great family 
of productive peoples, who by the close and rapid inter- 
change of products are doing more to bring about the 
brotherhood of man than all the little isolated commu- 
nities that set themselves apart from the world, happy 
in the working out of some picayune idea of govern- 
ment of which the outside world may learn but little. 
If Mr. Speiden will consult our columns he will find that 
such action of the Boers is foreshadowed by the appre- 
ciation already being shown by the Filipinos of the ad- 
vantages which the United States has brought to them. 
In our issue of March 16, there was an illustrative ac- 
count of the naming of a square in the city of Vigan, 
Northern Luzon, in honor of General Lawton, while 
monuments to Washington are under way in various 
parts of the island under native auspices; this, too, 
while inhabitants of the islands are still in arms against 
the United States. If the rule of England shall give 
to South Africa the independence from foreign aggres- 
sion that her egis has given to her colonies in Austra- 
lasia, and through the sympathy of the mother country 
shall place her in the current of modern commercialism, 
we cannot predict what measure of gratitude will fill 
the minds of the Boers a generation or two hence. 

Lieut. Charles Braden, U. S. A., retired, questions 
the statement that Major Bryce, whose decease we 
reported last week, was at the time of his death the 
oldest living graduate of the Military Academy. He 
says: “Not very long ago I learned that one classmate 
of Major Bryce was living in or near Cincinnati, Ohio. 
He is Robert B. Burnet. Also in your obituary of 
yeneral Hatch you say he was in the class of 1846. He 
was number 17 of the class of 1845. If Mr. 
Burnet is not living then Col. Thos. A. Morris, class 
of 1834, is the senior known living graduate of West 
Point. A few years ago John G. Harvey, class of 
1831, was living. It is not known if John H. Allen, 
class of 1833, is living or dead.” 

Major Bryce was certainly under the impression that 
he was the oldest graduate, as we are informed by his 
son and his son-in-law. He is so reported in the last 
bulletin of the “The Association of Graduates,” Dec., 
1900. As Major Bryce’s number in Cullum’s Register 
is 547, he in any case precedes Burnet, whose number 
is 581. Perhaps some of our readers can tell us if 
Mr. Burnet is still living.

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THE PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 


The work on the grounds and buildings of the Pan- 
American Exposition was so far advanced that there 
seemed no doubt that all would be ready for the pro- 
posed formal opening on May 1, when the unexpected 
snow storm of last week arrived and upset the calcu- 
lations of the Directors. Over a foot of snow fell, and 
the work of the landscape gardeners and road builders 
will be much retarded in consequence. The damage to 
the buildings is slight. It has been decided that the 
formal opening ceremonies will have to be postponed 
until May 20, the date previously determined upon for 
“Dedication Day.” ‘The exercises planned for the two 
days will be consolidated. The plan of opening the 
gates on May 1 has not, however, been abandoned. 
President Buchanan says that 10,000 men will be put 
to work, if necessary, to accomplish this end. 

There is every reason to believe that the various Gov- 
ernment exhibits will be ready on time. Naval Con- 
structor Hobson will be connected with the exhibit of 
the Navy Department. Secretary Long will send a com- 
pany of marines, who will set up a camp at the south 
end of the Government Building, and Secretary Root has 
agreed to send a company of Coast Artillery, which will 
give daily exhibition drills. 

Three officers and fifty men of the Marine Corps have 
been detailed for duty at the Buffalo Exposition. Capt. 
Henry Leonard, who so distinguished himsel in China, 
will command the detachment, and ist Lieut. A. E. 
Harding and 2d Lieut. Arthur J. O’Leary will also be 
on duty with the command. The detachment will ren- 
dezvous at New York City, and as soon as it can be 
gotten into shape it will proceed to Buffalo. 

The interest which attaches to the unique exhibit of 
commercial ordnance and war supplies, under the direc- 
tion of Lieut. G. L, Carden, R. C. 8., begins with the 
uwo steel buildings in which the display will be housed. 
These have been erected by the American Bridge Com- 
pany, and ‘are so constructed that they can be taken 
down, ov to any point, and there rebuilt precisely 
as at Buffalo, thus constituting an instructive display 
of this company’s resources and achievements. Within 
the two buildings will be grouped the best products 
of American skill and ingenuity along the line of mu- 
nitions of war. We are able to give below a brief 
description of some of these exhibits: 

EXHIBITS BY ARMS MANUFACTURERS. 

The Remington Arms Company’s display will be ex- 
hibited in three handsome quartered antique oak cabi- 
nets, with fine French plate glass, two suitable flat 
cases and on two revolving stands. It will include 
un assortment of the various sporting shotguns aud 
rifles manufactured by that company, comprising samples 
of their double barrel automatic ejector hammerless guus 
in 10, 12 and 16 guage, in weights varying from 6% to 
iV pounds, listing at prices from $35 to $225; also their 
double barrel hammer gun in 10, 12 and 16 gauge, and 
various weights from U% to 10% pounds, listing from 
$30 to $125; No. 3 “eo barrel shot guns; sporting and 
target rifles in No. 2, No. 3 and No. 3 A and B match, 
as well as the No. 5, including calibers from .22 to .45; 
also the new Remington-Lee five-shot box magazine re- 
peating rifle for sporting use, which can be supplied in 
calibers 6 mm., mm., 30- sporting, 30-40 Govern- 
ment, .803 inch or 7.65 mm. e flat cases will con- 
tain a number of fine guns of various gauges, weights 
und lengths, among them being included the Remington 
special hammerless, priced at $500, net, this being a par- 
ticularly fine gun. 

The revolving racks will be devoted to the celebrated 
Remington military rifles, and each will hold twenty- 
four sample rifles or carbines. One will be devoted 
to samples showing the various patterns of military 
arms in large caliber and of Remington manufacture, of 
which. about 1,500,000 have been furnished to the Gov- 
ernments of France, Spain, China, Egypt, Japan, Greece, 
Mexico, Cuba, Denmark Chili, Peru, United States of 
Columbia, Argentine Republic, Sweden, Roumania, 
Haiti, New Zealand, Santo Domingo, Salvador, Porto 
Rico and Honduras, besides the United States Army 
and Navy and the State of New York. 

The second rack will contain samples of the new 
‘Remington small-bore smokeless powder high-power 
rifles and carbines, as used at present by various Gov- 
ernments and which have or are being supplied to 
foreign countries. 

The exhibit will be exceedingly attractive for both 
the general public and the student or connoisseur in 
sporting and military arms, past and present. 

The exhibit of the Holland Torpedo Boat Company 
will consist of a brass, nickel-plated model of the latest 
type of the Holland sub-marine boat. It is about five 
feet long, and stands five feet high, on a mahogany 
hase. The model is an exact counterpart of the boats 
now being constructed for this Government at the Cres- 
cent Shipyard, Elizabethport, N. J., and the Union 
lronworks, San Francisco, and for the British Govern- 
ment by the Vickers Sons and Maxim Company. The 
changes in this type of boat are mainly in the hull, and 
have not altered in any way the principles laid down 
in the construction of the original boat, the Holland. 
Such improvements as have been made are those look- 
ing toward greater safety, a wider radius of action, 
increased speed and greater destructive power. Five 
torpedoes are carried in this latest type, instead of three 
as in the original. The model going to Buffalo is the 
same which was exhibited at Paris, where it received 
the only first-class award given to a submarine vessel. 

The Winchester Repeating Arms Company’s exhibit 
will be confined to a space of about 500 square feet, 
and will consist of show cases tn which will be shown 
a complete line of goods of their manufacture, consist- 
ing of military and sporting rifles, metallic and paper 
cartridges, shells, wads, primers, etc. Particular at- 
tention will be given to the display of military arms, 
which will include the Lee 6 mm. musket used by the 
U. 8. Navy, and the model '95 box magazine rifle, the 
same as supplied to the U. S. Army, and with which 
the militia of several of the States are equipped. The 
display will also include 3, 4, 5 and 6 inch rapid fire 
cases and a full line of cases for Hotchkiss rapid-fire 


guns. 

The Peters Cartridge Company will not make a dis- 
play of ammunition, — to lack of space, but will 
have a comfortable booth in which will be illuminated 
transparencies showing the best targets made with 
Peters’ corsriiges and King’s semi-smokeless powder. 

The Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Com- 
pany will exhibit their automatic machine gun, gatling 
gun, Colt revolvers and automatic Colt pistols. 

The Savage Arms Company will show their military 
rifles, both in .303 and 40-30 calibers, as well as the

The Studebaker Brothers Manufacturing Company 
will have four exhibits at the ex on, including two 
in the Ordnance B one in the Stadium and one in 
the Transportation g. In the Ordnance Building 
they will show a regulation United States Army ambu- 
lance of the latest design and equipment, and a regula- 
tion “escort wagon,” also of the latest type. In the 
Stadium will be shown a display of farm wagons, and 
in the Transportation Building a general line of car- 
riages. 

he Fulton & Walker Company will exhibit their 
latest types of ambulances, including closed front, cou 
front, brougham front and electric vehicles, and will 
also show roller-bearing axles, which are designed to re- 
lieve the strain on horses. 

A portable floored tent, designed by John M. Corson, 
a hospital steward of the U. 8. ny will avn a 
position in the Ordnance Building. he inventor has 
served in the Philippines, and his tent is the result of his 
own personal experience as to the needs of soldiers in 
the field. A regulation U. S. Army hospital tent, 
14x14 feet area, and 11 feet in height, equipped with 
flooring and supports according to Corson’s plans weighs 
about 650 pounds, but a 6.6x6.6 structure, capable of 
accomodating two men comfortably, and four if neces- 
sary, would weigh only about 150 pounds. The floor- 
ing is made of inch matched lumber, and when taken 
down and packed the whole outfit occupies very little 
more space than the raw lumber it contains, and fully 
thirty per cent. less than is necessary to build the su- 
perstructure on the lines at present adopted. 

An interesting exhibit will be that of the Washburn- 
Crosby Company, who will illustrate their facilities for 
furnishing large quantities of flour in different packages 
for army transportation at short notice. They will erect 
a series of wm ypieon on which will be arranged every 
sort of package now in common use in Pan-America, 
rang.ng from the U. 8. Government standard four-eared 
double half barrel sack to the small 25-pound cotton sack 
used in many South American countries. On the upper 
platform will be displayed the figure of a mule fully 
equipped with standard pack-saddle bearing sacks of 
their flour, with a view to demonstrating the adaptabil- 
ity of these packages to Army uses. The German-Ameri- 
can Provision Company will also illustrate the trans- 
portation of supplies in mountainous countries. 

A complete “model camp,” embracing practically 
everything four to six people would need in the field, 
will be shown by Buzzacott of Chicago. The complete 
outfit, including cooking and mess equipment, cots, 
chairs, bathtubs, etc., can be packed into a steel-bound 
folding trunk, making one piece of baggage. 

The Cataract Tool and Optical Campos will exhibit 
their telescopic sights in Ordnance Building No. 1. 
These sights are designed for attaching to. any style of 
rifle or field gun, and aid materially the marksmanship 
not only in increasing the accuracy but in discovering 
objects which otherwise would remain invisible to thé 
unaided vision. There will be a Colt’s automatic gun, 
mounted with 4-diameter wide angle telescope; an Am- 
erican ordnance latest design 3-inch naval field gun 
with carriage complete, mounted with 6-diameter tele- 
scope, also many of the military rifles of the world 
mounted with telescopic at. namely, the Lee-Enfield, 
the British military rifle, rag-Jorgensen U. 8. military 
rifle, the Mauser used by Spain, Russia and other coun- 
tries, the Mannlicher military rifle used by Germany, the 
Remington-Lee used by we! South American countries 
and the State of Michigan, the Winchester military rifle 
and the Savage military arm. The sporting exhibit will 
be equally complete, and will contain all of the popular 
makes of sporting rifles with telescopic sights mounted 
thereon. . 

An interesting exhibit will be that of the American 
Ship Windlass Company of Providence, R. L., in 
tion G, Block 10, Ordnance Division, west. They will 
show two sizes of the automatic towing machine, an 
invention which has completely cha the method of 
transportation of large, bulky material by water. These 
machines have come into very general use in the last 
eight or ten years. It is the company’s intention to 
have one of them “‘piped up” so as to illustrate its work- 
ing principle. A steam hoisting engine for use on ship- 
board and elsewhere, a case of models of the different 
machines which the company builds, and one size of their 
small yacht capstans will also be shown. The latter 
are made extremely powerful, and at the same time 
very light for yacht use. The one exhibited is for 7-16- 
inch chain and only weighs 125 pounds. They will also 
show a working model of their patent wharf which 
has come into general use throughout the United States. 

The display of the Union Akron Cement Compeey 
will consist of a cement floor in the eastern end of Build- 
ing No. 1, the foundation and floor in the large steel 
bank vault in the same building, and samples of concrete 
made with the Akron cement, with different rtions 
of sand and broken stone, together with briquettes of 
the Akron cement.

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A YELLOW FEVER REVOLUTION. 


Officers and their families returning from Cuba will. no 
doubt think better of our common enemy, the mosquito, 
when they find that the insect’s delicate bill has picked 
to pieces the old quarantine regulations and traditions 
as venerable a8 Rip Van Winkle. Here we have Major 
Valery Havard, Chief Surgeon at Havana, making in 
one of his latest circulars, approved by the surgeon 
general, this statement, that must shock the orthodox: 
“As it has been demonstrated that yellow fever cannot 
be conveyed by bedding, clothing, effects and baggage, 
they need not be subject to any special disinfection.” 

Medical officers of a social nature will read this with 
special pleasure: “Medical officers taking care of yellow 
fever patients need not be isolated; they can attend 
other patients and associate with non-immunes with per- 
fect safety to the garrison. Nurses and attendants tak- 
ing care of yellow fever patients shall remain isolated 
so as to avoid any possible danger of their conveying 
mosquitoes from patients to non-immunes.” 

These are Dr. Havard’s views on disinfection: “So 
far as yellow fever is concerned, infection of a room or 
buildings simply means that it contains infected mos- 
quitoes—that is, mosquitoes which have fed on — 
fever patients. Disinfection, therefore, means em- 
ployment of measures aimed at the destruction of these 
mosquitoes. The most effective of these measures is 
fumigation either with —s formaldehyde or insect 
powder. The washing of walls, floors, ‘ceilings and 
furniture with disinfectants is unnecessary.” 

This is so complete a reversal of the old methods that 
the press of the country does not seem yet to have 
awakened to the sweep of it. It practically means the 
abolition of the old quarantine system against yellow 
fever, the greatest dread of every harbor, and the dis- 
appearance from the ports of the ominous yellow flag on 
ships, that has thrown so many cities into panic. 

If there shall appear no flaw in the mosquito theory, 
humanity may owe a greater debt to the Army’s work 
in Cuba than has yet appeared in the glorification over 
the change in the political and economic conditions there. 
Had Spain continued its rule in Cuba, there is little 
likelihood that any particular advance would have been 
made in the study of yellow fever, but as soon as our 
keen-eyed and keen-witted Army doctors were sent tu 
grapple with the problem — began to break on a ques- 
tion that had long baffled the medical world on account 
of the apparent inefficiency of disinfection and other 
preventive measures based on the old theories of fever 
transmission. 

Those who are inclined to take too hopeful a view of 
the mosquito theory are recommended to consider the 
conclusions of the Liverpool Tropical School of Medi- 
cine, referred to on Page 740 of our issue of March 30. 
Two officers of this school, Drs. Durham and Myers, fy 
the course of their investigations contracted yellow fever, 
and Dr. Myers died of it. One of their most important 
findings was a bacillus found in all cases of yellow fever, 
and their report rejects in most emphatic terms the 
theory that yellow fever is transmitted by the mosyuito. 
The Liverpool Tropical School of Medicine is too. im- 
portant and well-established an institution for its con- 
clusions to be lightly passed over, especially when it 
comes to reversing medical practice in situations that 
are likely to affect the health not only of communities 
but of entire nations, and even continents.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


In December last an order was issued from the Navy 
Department changing the name of the League Island 
Navy Yard to the “Navy Yard, Philadelphia.” The 
Senate struck this name out wherever it occurred ia 
official documents that came before it, and put back the 
old name of League Island. de oy, the question arose 
as to the legality of a name which ngress had refused 
to recognize, and Secretary Long has issued another 
order, in which he rechristens the yard as the “Navy 
Yard, League Island, Pennsylvania.” 

The selection of a lady to christen the battleship

named for States. It has been decided to launch tho 
Maine on May 30 next. 

The U. 8S. 8S. Bancroft has reached Norfolk, where she 
is to be placed out of commission, for an indefinite stay 
at that yard. ~ 

The Government ship contracts in process of comple- 
tion at Newport News at the present time are the 
lllinois, Missouri, Virginia, Arkansas, West Virginia, 
Maryland and the new Charleston, most of which are 
in a forward state of progress. 

The New York, bearing the pennant of Rear Admiral 
Frederick Rodgers, left Suez, en route for Perim, in the 
Red Sea, on April 18. The next point from which news 
of the progress of the flagship may be expected will ‘be 
Aden. The New York may be expected to arrive on 
the station early in May, unless delays are directed 
from Washington. 

One of the difficulties attending the superposed system 
of turret gun mounting employed in the construction of 
the Kearsarge will be manifest when that ship arrives 
at the New Fork Navy Yard for the replacement of the 
injured gun in one of her turrets. The injured gun is 
in the lower turret, and the Va of dismountin and 
replacing it promises to tax the capabilities of the yard 
to its utmost. Not only is the operation a heavy one, 
but it will be a long piece of work. Rear Adm 
O'Neil expresses the utmost confidence in the ability of 
the ordnance people of the New York Yard to perform 
the work, but, all the same, there is a lingering fear that 
the job will turn out to be somewhat longer and larger 
than could have been foretold with the ship “all ataunto.” 


The U. 8S. 8. Vicksburg is reported as still doing dut: 
round about the big island of Zamboanga. This island- 
continent is considered as the jewel of the Archipelago, 
and has always been esteemed the chief of value to 
whoever controlled its immense forests of rare woods 
aud its imperfectly developed deposits of coal, iron, 
copper and, probably, gold. 

Rear Admiral Melville has returned from an extended 
tour through the eatsern and northern navy yards, 
and expresses himself quite well satisfied with the situ- 
ation as disclosed by this official visit. Several impor- 
tant recommendations will result from these tours of the 
several bureau officers, for the consideration of the next 
session of Congress, and it is not unlikely that several 
departures from existing precedents may be the result 
of such recommendations on the part of the officers in- 
terested. The management of our naval stations is 
slowly but surely undergoing change, and the immediate 
future will see many improvements in methods and re- 
sults, in consequence of the official awakening now go- 
ing on. 

The converted yacht Dorothea is to be sent to the 
Great Lakes by way of the St. Lawrence River and the 
Canadian canals for duty as drill and evolution vessel 
for the Naval Militia and Naval Reserves of the States 
bordering those lakes. She was purchased at the begin- 
ning of the Spanish War from her owner, by whom she 
had been employed as a pleasure yacht. e vessel is 
of 594 tons displacement, single screw, has a s of 
15 knots an hour, and carries 78 tons of coal. er hull 
is of steel, and she was built in 1897 by the Somme at 
Philadelphia. Length, 182.3 feet; beam, 23.3 feet; draft, 
11.5 feet. The Dorothea is now at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, and before sailing for her novel cruise will 
be deprived of her battery, for, ee to the treaty 
between our Government and that of Great Britain, 
there can be but one armed vessel at a time on the 
lakes. The first duty this craft will perform will be the 
summer cruise of the Illinois Naval Militia, and it is 
understood that the Navy Department is prepared to 
render much more assistance this year than heretofore, 
ond it is hoped the experiment will prove a success. 
The Dorothea will probably remain on the lakes in- 
definitely. 

The U. S. S. Shubrick has completed her standardiza- 
tion and other trials, and has returned to the works of 
the contractors for the completion of unfinished details, 
previous to delivery to the Navy Department. The in- 
spection of the engines, boilers and auxiliaries followi 
the recent successful trials will be made at Richmon 
Va., within a short time by the Board of Inspection and 
Survey. 

Plans are now being made for the new building for 
the Headquarters of the Marine Corps at the Marine 
Barracks in Washington. The building, which has 
already been appropriated for, will a great addi- 
tion to the barracks, where proper accommodations for 
the Headquarters have been a long felt want. During 
the construction of the building the Headquarters of 
the Marine Corps will be moved from the Barracks to 
the new Bond Building on the corner of New York 
avenue and Fourteenth street, Washington. 

An American squadron will represent the United 
States at Kurihama, Japan, on the occasion of the un- 
veiling of the statue of Commodore Perry on July 14. 
Rear Admiral Remey, commander-in-chief of the Asiatic 
station, has cabled Secretary Long that he believes the 
best interests of the United States require that it be 
properly represented at Kurihama. He intends to go 
in the Brooklyn to Chefoo and there collect some of 
the finest ships of his command. The squadron will 
then proceed to Kurihama, drilling en route. Secretary 
Long has cordially approved Rear Admiral Remey’s plan. 

Cablegrams from Sydney, New South Wales, on April 
25, report the arrival there of Rear Admiral mey on 
the U. 8. 8S. Brooklyn, to take part in the exercises 
attending the opening of the Commonwealth Partia- 
ment on May 6 and the welcome to the Duke of Corn- 
wall and York. The warship was welcomed with salutes 
as she poeeee up the harbor. Crowds cheered her con- 
tinuously as she went to her anchorage.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Major Geo. E.. Pickett, paymaster, with funds to pay 
the soldiers, while proceeding near Bayombong, in 
Nueva Vizcaya province, escorted by ten mounted men 
of the 16th Inf., was ambushed by 30 ladrones near 
Solana, on March 11. The enemy was driven out after 
, stiff fight. The enemy’s loss is not known, as the 
escort did not search for results, believing it advisable 
to push on and save the money. Corporal Hocker was 
killed and a private wounded. The road winds through 
a very hilly and rugged country, which gave the ladrones 
a splendid opportunity to ambush the small party. 

Gen. Loyd Wheaton, commanding the Department of 
Northern Luzon, reports excellent health among his 
troops. Less than eight per cent. are sick from all 
causes. The Manila ard of Health has announced 
that on an estimated population of 300,000 for the city 
the annual death rate is 34 per 1,000. On March 12 
the consolidated weekly report of hospitals in Manila and 
the military hospitals in the division showed 2,400 sick. 
There were 83 deaths among the troops during the 
month ended Jan. 15. 

The United States gunboat Pampanga, Lieut. F. R. 
Payne, U. 8S. N., commanding, has seized and destroyed 
300 vessels of various sizes, mostly native craft, in the 
Visayan Islands, constructed to assist the insurgents, 
and has captured a quantity of supplies and war materi- 
als shipped by the insurgent Governor of the island of 
Leyte to the native comander on the island of Samar. 

The Manila “New American,” of March 8, said: 
Q. M. Sergt. Bourne, 33d Vol. Inf., defaulter and de- 
serter, Was arrested by the Secret Service Department, 
on the steamer “Butuan,” which was about to leave 
for Lloilo py a Bourne is the man to whom Capt. 
Fowler gave two hundred dollars in gold to buy a few 
delicacies for the home trip for the officers of the 33d, 
who left Manila fof San Francisco by the last trans- 
port. The sergeant forgot to return. is comrade was 
arrested some days ago and has confessed. 

Report of a tragedy on Mindanao Island is contained 
in correspondence of the Manila “Times” from Zam- 
boanga. Private Gallagher, Co. B, 1st Regiment of 
U. S. Marines and Private Ahearn of the same com- 
mand were playing a game of billiards in a saloon 
in the town of Isabela, when a quarrel arose. Gal- 
lagher is said to have left the place swearing to get 
revenge. He returned to the town with his rifle and 
as Ahearn stepped outside, fired a bullet into his heart. 
Ahearn ee dead and Gallagher, who took the 
matter lightly, was locked up. Gallagher was leader 
of the orchestra at Isabela and was highly regarded. 
Victim and slayer had been bosom friends. 

Thrown upon their own resources for obtaining diver- 
sion, our soldiers in the Philippines are becoming past 
masters in the art of extracting amusement out of 
their prosaic surroundings. A striking example of 
this was given at Binangonan, Luzon, on Washington's 
Birthday, where company B, 42d Vol. Inf., was sta- 
tioned. After the processions were all finished, the 
real fun began on the plaza in front of the church. 
Here a platform had been erected about five feet from 
the ground, above which were suspended several copper 
cooking vessels, which had tightly glued upon the bottom 
Mexican coins, and while there were many pieces of 
money the bottoms of these vessels were covered with 
a thick soot. A number of boys clambered upon the 
platform with the privilege of getting the money pro- 
vided they took it off with their teeth, the result, 
of course, being that every boy's face was soon cov- 
ered with soot, and when a boy thought he was too 
much crowded, he would rub his hand over the soot and 
smear it over the faces of his companions, who would 
jump off the platform and temporarily abandon the 
contest, only to renew the fight with greater vigor. 
‘his diversion created the greatest hilarity among the 
natives who had assembled en masse and kept the 
soldiers in good humor. An elaborate dinner given by 
the presidente to the officers of the post and the leading 
citizens, numbering fifty persons, was a feature of the 
day. The arches and houses were brilliantly illuminated 
at night. The greatest loyalty was shown toward 
America and the enthusiasm among the natives was 
universal. 

A new patriotic cry grew out of the Washington Birtb- 
day celebration at Dagupan which did more credit to the 
natives’ enthusiasm than to their knowledge of history 
They paraded the streets with bands playing and shout- 
ing in their own language, “Long live Mr. Washington!” 
At the head of each parade was carried the flag of the 
United States. The band of the 17th Infantry gave a 
concert and banca boat races took place on the river near 
General Smith's residence. 

Old Cavite, on Manila Bay, is described by the 
Manila ‘“Times” as the “Coney Island of Luzon.” Sol- 
diers and other excursionists from Manila flock thither 
Sundays and holidays to visit the busy navy yard, the 
Government offices, navy officers’ quarters and marine 
oflicers’ bungalows. In the center of the plaza at Cavite 
is the famous old Spanish monument of gilded wood 
which Admiral Dewey is said to have mistaken for 
bronze until his 75 sailors with two derricks got a pur- 
chase on it. 

Lieut. E. M. Reeve, 15th Inf., was the only military 
passenger on board the Quartermaster’s launch, Newark, 
which went ashore in a monsoon on Feb. 17, off Virac. 
Everybody got safely ashore and by hard work the 
boat’s machinery was saved, after five days’ labor. 
The launch was detailed to act as despatch boat, statioa 
boat, transport, mail boat, ocean greyhound, in fact 
every kind of a boat, and the “New American” of Man- 
ila says her loss shows the need of better and more 
serviceable boats. 

An additional $1,000000 has been appropriated by 
the Civil Commission for improving Manila harber 
This amount is to be used for the extension of the 
breakwater and the dredging of the inner harbor to a 
depth of 30 feet. The appropriation also provides for 
the deepening of the Pasig River to a depth of 18 feet. 
A contract to raise the Spanish warships that were 
sunk in Cavite Bay has been let. The work is to be 
completed in thirteen months. Operations will be begun 
with the Marquis del Duero, a steel gunboat of $00 
tons with twin vertical compound engines. She was 
not pierced at all by Dewey’s guns but her crews opened 
the valves. The Bulusan, a small gunboat, is expected 
to be the next raised. She was on the ways at the 
time of the battle. Launched later by the United 
States, the Manila “Times” says, the natives in an 
unguarded moment opened her sea valves. The most 
difficulty is looked for with the Castelar, the Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, and the Isla de Mindanao. It may 
be found necessary to blow up these vessels. 

Speaking of the detail of Capt. John Biddle, C. E., 
to mblon, to look up a location for a drydock, the 
Manila “New American” said: “The necessity of a 
drydock in the south, not only for coasting vessels but 
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also for gunboats and other Government craft, has 


been apparent since the islands have been d up 
to trade. When a vessel trading at southern is 
dama in any way it has been necessary to her 


to anila for repairs, thereby incurring great expense 
and loss.of time.” 

The Manila “New American” says that the office of 
the Captain of the port is the mecca of so many — 
that it ought to be called the Manila Bureau of Inform- 
ation.

An occasional 
burst of sunshine is met with when some thoughtful 
American acknowledges a favor by a simple “Thank 
you.” One incident of many is thus described: “The 
climax was reached yesterday. Billy Baruth, the pass- 
port clerk, was industriously at work, hammering his 
typewriter, when a shadow fell upon the window. Said 
shadow was caused by a white man in blue uniform, 
with a natty little cap labelled “Lawton.” He breathed 
gently on Billy, but the latter was wearing armor plate 
and failed to expire. “Gimme a whiskey” quoth the 
sailor. The command was terse and peremptory. 
“Vamoose” was the simple command that sent him 
wavering to the dock. — 

The trial of nine natives charged with having mur- 
dered the presidente of Calamba, because he was friendly 
to the Americans, discloses how the insurgents terror- 
ized the natives, even in territory occupied by the 
Americans. Members of a secret society, known as 
Mandoducats, systematically abducted and killed Fili- 
pinos favoring American rule. In two months the 
Calamba Mandoducats killed forty-nine natives. The 
victims were usually buried alive. Fear kept the people 
silent. One of General Cailles’s officers organized and 
directed the operations of the Mandoducats in Calamba, 
Binang, and other towns in the Laguna Province. In 
one locality all the local officers, the parish priest, and 
the mayor were the chief offenders. A reign of terror 
was secretly inaugurated, and persons refusing to con- 
tribute to the insurgent cause were buried alive-by the 
direction of the mayor. much evidence has been 
unearthed that wholesale hanging of the ringleaders is 
in sight. 

March 8 was quite a day in the office of Col. C. P. 
Miller, C. Q. M., Division of the Philippines, at Manila, 
for then the card record system went into operation. 
The first entry in the books was San Francisco, May 
31, 1898, and since then 30,000 separate letters have 
been recorded. What the simple card system means 
to the hard working force in the C M.’s office is 
shown by the “New American’s” paragraph on the 
work it has to keep track of: “On every mountain trail 
in the Philippine Archipelago, and over every wagon 
read, pack trains and wagon trains, are constantly 
moving. On numerous streams, lakes and bays and 
around the 10,000 miles of coast line, steamers and 
launches, lorchas. and bancos, ply wow | carryia 
troops and supplies. Every one of the occupi 
towns requires its quarters for troops and its store- 
houses, and wells, distilling plants and ice machines 
are needed at many of them. Buildings must be con- 
structed, houses rented, bull carts hired, fuel, clothing 
and rations supplied, remains disintered, — team; 
sters, and blacksmiths, carpenters, saddlers and boat 
men hired, paid, discharged and their complaints looked 
after. - The Quartermaster’s Corral in Manila alone 
gives employment to over 900 persons.” Of the many 
ecard systems in Manila the office of the C. Q. M. claims 
to have the best. The filing cases are made of native 
woods with a hand piano polish. So proud is the office 
of them that a special punishment has been set aside 
for anyone who mars them. 








MANIFESTO BY AGUINALDO. 


Aguinaldo’s proclamation to the Filipino people was 
made public at Manila on April 19. This is the text 
of it: 

“I believe I am not in error in presuming that the 
unhappy fate to which my adverse fortune has led me 
is not a surprise to those who have been familiar with 
the progress of the war. The lessons taught with a full 
meaning, and which have recently come to my know!l- 
edge, suggest with irresistable force that a complete 
termination of hostilities and lasting peace are not only 
desirable, but absolutely essential to the welfare of the 
Philippine Islands. 

“The Filipinos have never been dismayed at their 
weakness, nor have they faltered in following the path 
ointed out by their fortitude and courage. The time 

as come, however, in which they find their advance 
along this path to be impeded by an irresistible force 
which, while it restrains them, yet enlightens their minds 
and opens to them another course, presenting them the 
eause of peace. This cause has been joyfully embraced 
by the majority of my fellow-countrymen, who have al- 
ready united around the glorious sovereign banner of 
the United States. 

“In this banner they oy their trust, and believe 
that under its protection the Filipino people will attain 
all those promised liberties which they are beginning to 
enjoy. The country has declared unmistakably in favor 
of peace. So be it. There has been enough blood, 
enough tears, and enough desolation. This wish can- 
not be ignored by the men still in arms if they are ani- 
mated by a desire to serve our noble people, which has 
thus clearly manifested its will. So do I respect this 
will, now thaf it is known to me. 

“After mature deliberation, I resolutely proclaim to 
the world that I cannot refuse to heed the voice of a 
people longing for peace nor the lamentations of thou- 


sands of families yearning to see their dear ones enjoy- - 


ing the liberty and the promised generosity of the great 
American nation. 

“By acknowledging and accepting the covenignty of 
the United States throughout the Philippine Archipelago, 
as I now do, and without any reservation whatsoever, 
I believe that I am serving thee, my beloved country. 
May happiness be thine.” 


To signalize this important step in the pacification 
of the country, General MacArthur ordered the release 
on swearing allegiance to the United States, of 1,006 


insurgent prisoners. 

Following the issuance of the manifesto, A aldo 
was released from the Malacanan quarters, where he 
had been held in custody, and went to live at No. 56 
Solano street, under charge of Lieut.

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STATE TROOPS. 

At the review of 13th New York at its armory on 
April 23 by Gen. James McLeer, more men paraded at 
an indoor ceremony than ever before in its history, the 
turnout being 12 commands of 24 files each. Two com- 
panies of Civil War veterans, just previous to the re- 
view, and following the formation of the regiment, 
formed in Iine in front of the latter, where Comptroller 
Coler made a brief address to the veterans on their 
former faithful service, and also praised the active 
command and the work accomplished under the direc- 
tion of Colonel Austen. The review by General McLeer 
followed, with Colonel ‘Austen in command of the regi- 
ment. The parade came next with Lieutenant-Colonel 
Russell in command, during wihch Battery B was pre- 
wented with the Veteran Cup, for the best attendance at 
drills, and Battery H with the Barnes Trophy, for 
marksmanship, Other presentations of individual med- 
als were made. The chief presentation of the ws"- 
ing, however, was that of a brevet commission of Brig- 
adier General to Colonel ‘Auten, from the Governor, by 
General McLeer, in recognition of the Colonel’s valua 
services, agen en J over a period of thirty-three years, 
and during which he has three times been_ elected 
Colonel of the 13th. At the request of General McLeer, 
three cheers were given for the veteran Colonel with a 
will. Colonel Austen modestly accepted the commis- 
sion, and thanked the General for the honor conferred 
npon him. He said, however, that he had no desire to 
be called “General,” and that he was quite content to 
be known as Colonel of the 13th Regiment. Many well- 
known officers Were present in the immense audience, 
and the regiment made a most excellent display. ; 

Unfortunately the length of the program left but little 
time for discussion, but the papers were themselves in- 
structive, showing careful study of the subjects treated. 
The presiding officer closed with some pertinent advice 
on the importance of the medical officers securing the 
confidence and co-operation of his commander.

The strength of the Fifth Brigade, N. G. N. Y., on 
March 31, was 2,999 officers and men, against 3,120 Dee. 
41 last. This loss of 121 is accounted for by the fact that 
in the Sth, 69th, and 71st regiments considerable dead- 
wood, retained on the rolls since the war, has been 
dropped, so that now the real strength of the commands 
are represented. The figures in detail are as follows: 
Second Battery, 89; 7th regt., 975; 8th regt., 612; 69th 
regt., 675, and 71st regt., 636. 

More than usual interest was attached to the review 
of the 28d regiment on April 15 by Gen. Jas. McLeer, 
because it marked the Thirty-third anniversary of the 
wedding of the general, the initial appearance of Col. 
Alfred C. Barnes with the regiment after his return from 
abroad, and the final appearance as a National Guard 
officer of Major David K. Case, who has tendered his 
resignation after twenty years’ service. The regiment 
araded ten companies of twenty files each, and formed 
n line of masses for review. The cadet corps of the 
regiment formed a company of sixteen files on the left 
of the regiment, under command of Ist Lieut. G. H. 
Potter, of Co. H, and presented a handsome appearance. 
Colonel Barnes was in command, and aside from sev- 
eral minor technical omissions by the commanding of- 
ficer the regiment made a fine appearance. For a short 
regimental drill Lieutenant Colonel Brady took com- 
mand, and gave his commands in a snappy manner, 
which tended to put some ginger into the movements 
executed. The drill, while creditable, was not up to 
the work the regiment is capable of. Major Case had 
command during evening parade, and like the review it 
was most handsomely executed. Dancing followed. A 
feature of the band concert, which preceded the military 
ceremonies, was “The General,” a march and two-step 
composed by Henry James McLeer, the youngest son of 
the general, and dedicated to his father. 

Adjutant General Edward M. Hoffman, of New York, 
reviewed the 69th Regiment at its armory on the evening 
of April 18. The turn-out was ten commands of 
twelve files, which was all that could be assembled and 
give any opportunity for maneuvers. The reviewing 
officer was twenty minutes late. Colonel Duffy was in 
command during the review, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Strong took the parade. This was the last appearance 
of the latter as an officer of the 69th, as he has accepted 
a commission in the U. 8S. Army as captain and assist- 
ant quartermaster. During the parade Colonel Strong 
presented a handsome bronze trophy to the regiment 
for competition among the several companies. State 
long-service medals were presented to the following: 
Major M. Lynch, for 25 years’ service; Sergt. James 
Flaherty, Sr., of Co. C, for 20 years’ service; Major 
D. C. Develin, Cant. T. F. Kerr and Ord. Sergt. D. M. 
Seaton, for ten years’ service. During both ceremonies, 
aside from one or two minor tactical errors by officers, 
the command made a very creditable display. Our criti- 
cisms on several careless non-commissioned officers at 
the previous review bore good fruit, for at the review 
of April 18 the men in question acted in the most sol- 
dierly manner. The men throughout the regiment are 
of excellent physique, and the absence of mere boys in 
the ranks, such as can be seen in some organizations, 
was very noticeable. Among the officers accompanying 
General Hoffmann were Commander Frye, Naval Mi- 
litia; Captain Ross, 8th Regiment; Captain Byrne, 9th 
Regiment; Major Lee, Q. M. Department. Among the 
other guests present were Gen. Geo. M. Smith, Colonel 
Morris, 9th Regiment; ex-Colonel McCarthy, 169th Regi- 
ment, and Lieutenant Sprague of the assachusetts 
Militia.

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FENERAL WILSON ON CHINA. 


D. Appleton and Company have issued a third edition 
of “China,” revised, enlarged and reset, in which Major 
Gen. James Harrison Wilson has brought his well-known 
account of travels and investigations in the “Middle 
Kingdom” down to date, adding an account of the Boxer 
war, the relief of the legations and the re-establishment 
of peace. In addition to his previous experience in China 
General Wilson, while in command of the Department 
of Matanzas and Santa Clara, Cuba, in July, 1900, was 
appointed second in command of the expeditionary corps 
despatched to the Province of Chili under General Chaf- 
fee. He was assigned to the command of the sections 
of both the Tartar and Chinese cities occupied by the 
American troops, and commanded the successful joint 
expedition of American and British soldiers which was 
directed against the Boxers at the Hight Temples. Dur- 
ing his two months’ service with the China relief expedi- 
tion he had every opportunity to make the acquaintance 
of the foreign diplomats, the generals and the leading 
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officers of the line and staff serving withthe allied 

troops, and he is thus qualified to speak as an expert ot 

ae experience in discussing the present situation in 
ina. 

At the time of the Chinese outbreak General Wilson 
was the only general officer of our Army who had ever 
traveled extensively in China or studied its civil and 
military resources. From his former experience in China. 
coupled with study and reflection, he quickly reached the 
conclusion that a collision was inevitable which would 
involve China most seriously with all the great powers. 
On this supposition he cabled to the War Department 
offering his services on June 17, 1900, and became an 
actor in the rapid march of events which followed. 

Among the assembled troops of different nations in 
Pekin great good feeling prevailed, and the relations of 
General Chaffee, General Wilson and their staff officers 
were exceedingly cordial and pleasant with every one. 
While there was no common authority to which all 
yielded obedience, there was a common interest binding 
the allies together which promoted cordial co-operation 
in all essential matters. 

_ Of the American troops in China Gen. Wilson says that 
in every respect they compared favorably with those ot 
the other powers, and adds that “the rank and file, it is 
believed, are superior in intelligence and fighting capa- 








city to the soldiers of any other modern Army. Their 
armament, equipment and supplies are fully equal in 
every respect to the best, while their horses, mules and 
wagons are far superior to those of any other country.”

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EXPLORING ALASKA. 
LIEUT. HERRON’S ADVENTUROUS EXPEDITION. 

The War Department has received from ist Lieut. 
foseph 8S. Herron, 8th Cav., a report of the explorations 
no Alaska by an expedition under his command seeking 
n all American overland route from Cook Inlet, Pacific 
)cean, to the Yukon river, via the Upper Kuskowim 
‘ountry. “It represents the earnest efforts of a small 
arty in unknown regions against extraordinary ob- 
tacles,«deserted by guides, caught by winter, deprived 
f transportation and hampered by scarcity of 
ood.” Especial commendation is given in_ the 
eport to Acting Assistant Surgeon Henry R. Carter, a 
oung physician of ability and attainments, who, “in 
\ddition to conscientous professional work, did duty at 
all other tasks assigned to him with pluck, zeal and 
nergy, and contributed much to the success of the 
expedition.” “Privates Sam L. Jones, D, and Gilbert 
Dillinger, E, 16th Inf.,” the report says, “‘proved them- 
selves, on every occasion, magnificient soldiers in every 
respect” and distinguished themselves. ‘‘ Packers E 
M. Webster and George Brown contributed greatly to 
the success of the expedition by their ability as horse- 
men and packers, as well as by their faithful, energetic 
and intrepid services throughout.” In rationing the 
detachments and in loading the steamer at Seattle 
Commissary Sergeant Turner’s efficient services and 
systematic methods were found of great assistance. 
Acting Hospital Steward Abele and Private Fels proved 
to be most excellent men and soldiers in every respect. 
Mr. Morey, the engineer, worked indefatigably through 
snow and rain and cold and wet assisting in cking 
heavy loads, as well as in making surveys. mpre- 
hensive maps are the result. Packer Canwell, an ex- 
soldier, did very creditable work. Mr. Jenkins, who had 
volunteered from a love of adventure, was a valuable 
addition to the party. 

After engaging in some explorations in and about 
Cook Inlet during the months of May and June, 1899, 
Lieut. Herron and the men who were to accompany 
him into heretofore unexplored regions were landed 
by steamboat at the head of navigation to the Keechat- 
no, hitherto unknown and also unexplored. In this 
section of Alaska the mountains are high and their 
steep sides from timber line down are covered wi 
timber, brush, fallen trees, rocks, and ravines very 
annoying to travel. Snow-slides are a constant menace 
in the spring. Crashes and roars of many of them were 
heard all around. The canyons between the mountains 
have glaciers at their heads and enclose swift glacial 
rivers. Any intervening space is invariably either swamp 
or dense brnsh, also annoying to tiavel. 

In ascending the mountains the men floundered through 
soft sand to the knees and waist. Descents were en- 
joyed as they gave opportunity for rapid coasting, sit- 
ting and sliding down the steep slopes. 

Progress in the canyons and valleys was slow, due to 
many fordings and wriggling through the almost im- 
penetrable brush, or wallowing through swamps, sink- 
ing from one to three feet in mud and water to the

The route between Resurrection Bay and Sunrise, re- 
ported on by Captain Glenn and Lieutenant Learnard 
in 1898, has been improved by the miners since that 
time. The winter mail for the Turnagain Arm settle- 
ments comes in over this trail. 

This expedition, though brief, required much fatiguin: 
and uncomfortable work and in some instances involv 
considerable personal risk, but the men of the detach- 
— were surprisingly indifferent to both hardship and 

anger. 

From the base camp at Tyoonok, on Cook’s Inlet, 
began the survey for an overland route to Fort Gibbon 
on the Yukon. he detachment was composed, in addi- 
tion to Lieut. Herron, of five men. Fifteen pack horses 
earried rations to Oct. 31. The Indians knew very 
little about the country beyond the divide, as their 
hunting, trapping and fishing grounds were restricted b 
ancient tradition and customs, Those of them wi 
whom the matter was discussed refused to aid in seeking 
a pass over the divide via the Yentna River, declaring 
that Yentna heads in glaciers and that there is no way 
around them, — 

Two Indian guides were finally engaged, and on July 
1, 1899, the expedition began its journey. The country 
being wild ‘and overgrown —— extraordinary labor 
at every step. The daily round-up involved much tedious 
trailing through the forests on a track often crossed and 
recrossed by the herd many times and scouring the 
country for miles around. 

In addition to the above daily duties, a military re- 
connaissance survey of the country passed over was 
made. Specimens of plants were collected; photographs 
were taken and carried through under many adverse 
circumstances. 

The first objective was to get thro the Alaskan 
Range, a mass of enormous peaks and glaciers about 
seventy miles wide, extending across Alaska and consti- 
tuting the chief barrier to the interior. The expedition 
consumed the entire month in exploring these mountains. 
Moose and bear were occasionally encountered, which 
gave the expedition fresh meat. 

Three miles was an ordinary day’s journey. On‘ the 
tenth Gey the Indians declared that it would be impossible 
to get the horses over the divide and they wanted to go 
back, as they did not know the country beyond there. 
Lieutenant Herron says: ‘‘We were nearing the head 
waters of the Keechatno when on the 1 day the 
monotony was relieved by the discovery of the pass over 
the divide. The formation, locality and game trails of 
antiquity all indicated that I had found the pass I 
sought. I asked my Indians for their opinion, but I 
received a reply of ‘No savey.’ I camped in the last 
clump of trees, our elevation now being at the timber 
line and prepared to reconnoiter the pass.” It was ex- 
plored for ten miles and was found to be wide through- 
out, of slight grade, safe from snow-slid free from 
glaciers, the elevation on the crest taken with barometer 
and psychrometer 3,600 feet above sea level and practic- 
able for trails, roads or railroads. There was no need 
for the pick or shovels. Moose, black bears and hundreds 
of mountain sheep were found in this region. On July 
22 the crest of the divide was crossed and the expedition 
started down the other side. East of the divide the 
drainage is into the Pacific Ocean; west of it into the 
Behring Sea. The latter is closed by ice in winter, 
while the. Pacific Ocean is open. Hence, routes into the 
interior must connect with the Pacific. 

In the latter part of July the Indians deserted and 
went back to the coast. This proved a severe blow to 
the expedition. Thereafter Lieutenant Herron travelled 
by the compass and sun. For two weeks in August he 
was disabled by a sprained ankle, but rode a pack horse 
during the interval. Aug. 25 two pack horses were lost 
and the canvas canoe had to be abandoned. With 
September came frosts that killed the grass and leaves 
and the horses were fed on flour. A at deal of food 
was subsequently lost during the month by accidents of 
one kind or another from which men and horses suffered. 
One night a big brown bear knocked down a cache and 
ate fifty pounds of bacon. Fortunately an Indian 
crossed the bear’s trail and killed it and finding bacon 
in its stomach started out to find the white men. Lieu- 
tenant Herron says: 

“We owe much to that bear, and as we helped eat him

The Indians were hospitable but childish and required 
careful management. By the end of two months 
their confidence and frien Pp were secured. 

In the latter part of November Lieutenant Herron, 
with four Indians as guides, resumed the exploration of 
the last 171 miles on snow shoes, cutting and 
a trail and mapping the country as he went along. 
Nine dogs and three sleds hauled such impedimenta as 
reas em to the expedition. During the extremely cold 
nights that ensued the men bivouacked on the \ growed, 
digging through the snow, using their snow as 
shovels, piling shelters of spruce trees around them and 
keeping the fire going all night to keep from 
frozen to death. It was only when they found a ban 
of Indians camped at Coschaget, on the Tanana that 
such luxuries as bread, butter and tea passed their lips. 

At 3:30 on Dec. 11, 1899, the little band of hardy 
explorers reached their objective point, the junction of 
the Tanana and Yukon rivers, after having five 
months and eleven days on the trail. The total number 
of miles travelled was 1,000, all on foot. They 
forded icy rivers, climbed through perilous canons and 
over mountains of ice and snow. 

t the junction he found a military post recently 
established, and he was kept on duty there with his 
detachment until May 25, 1900. Lieutenant Herron 
says: 

“The rough trail selected, cut out, blazed, corduroyed, 
bridged or otherwise put together, at great pains by 
myself and my men during nearly six months in the in- 
terior, must necessarily, owing to our small number, 
be as yet more or less crude, and before permitting its 
use for public travel, working parties should over 
it a second time, preferably operating from both ends. 
The trail should be straightened, unmistakably marked, 
and carried around the lakes or river bars of which I 
took advantage, so ‘t may be available at all seasons. 
The next step, the construction of wagon road and rail- 
road, can follow the same general route whenever 
commercial situation shal] justify the outlay. These lat- 
ter of course will req idges, cuts and fills, and 
perhaps some blasting. 

“In exploring my route I found that there already ex- 
isted throughout its length winter sled trails cut out, 
blazed and in regular use by the Indians and coincidin 
with or parralleling my trail throughout. I haye indl- 
cated these on the maps of this report. These trails 
represent the result of a knowledge of the country 
accumulated during many generations, as well as the 
labor of many Indians. They follow direct lines and 
traverse advantageous ground. These can be econ- 
omically followed, connected, plainly marked and made 
ready for general use, at the same time feasible ground 
adjacent permits road and railroad to follow parallel 
lines in due time. 

“A branch trail much used by the Indians leaves the 
Indian village on the BE-cheat-nu for Vinasale on the 
Kuskokwim and a winter sled trail leaves Vinasale for 
the Yukon. A winter sled trail comes into the Yukon 
at Nulato from the Kuskokwim. If these are joined 
they will connect at Nulato with the winter route fo 
Nome and St. Michael. -This with a good supply of 
provisions in the store at Vinasale for a half-way base, 
regular steamers in Redoubt Bay and the trail ext 
to Kustatan, will put this route on a business basis. 
preponderant importance of Nome and its remoteness 
by the Yukon trail commends its key point, 
on the Yukon as a more advantageous objective com- 
mercially than Fort Gibbon. Kustatan to Nulato by 
the winter sled trails mentioned herein would be about 
400 miles, or about 900 miles shorter than the Yukon 
trail. Indian guides, familiar with these trails, can be 
obtained at Tyoonok, the Inaian village on the B-cheat- 
nu, Vinasale and Nulato.” 

A possible railroad route between Nome and Nulaté 
is said to have been found. Reservations for military 
purposes will probably be needed in the not distant fu- 
ture at or near Vinasale, Kustatan and Nulato, 

In his observations on the country traversed Lieuten- 
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ant Herron says he should judge the: Koskokwim to 


be navigable for la steamboats as far as the E-cheat- 
nu, for s steamers as far as the Taf- 
lathno, The general characteristics of interior Alaskan 


rivers are strong currents, great erosions and sediment- 
ary deposits, shifting channels and rapid rise in spring. 
They are frozen from about Nov. 1 to May 1. ‘The 
flowing ice runs during the months of May and October. 
The rivers are open to navigation about June, July, 
August and part of September. The floating ice at the 
mouth of the Yukon usually delays navigation there 
until about July 1. The highest water occurs in May, 
during and just after the tape | off of the ice.

Lieutenant Herron’s observations on the west and 
those of William Morley, Jr., on the east of that part 
of the great range lying south of west of the Cantwell 
or Nenana river, heretofore called a part of fhe Alaskan 
Range, have convinced him of the Lg | of a separate 
designation. The distinct break at the Nenana or Cant- 
well river makes the mountains southwest a separate 
range by De conformation, while the direction of 
their trend and their situation at the Suchitna-Kuskok- 
wim divide make them a separate range by geographical 
location. He further says that the mountains hereto- 
fore denominated the Alaskan Range are so extensive 
that the name is indefinite. As Mount McKinley, 
celebrated as the highest mountain in North America, 
is a part of this range, the name McKinley for the 
range as well as the — would be a definite and appro- 
priate designation. he view of Mount McKinley from 
the west has the advantage of having no intervening 
mountains to obstruct it. 

Lieutenant Herron claims to have discovered a second 
great mountain in this range 20,000 feet high, which he 
has named Mount Foraker, after the senior Ohio Sen- 
ator. The Sachitna Indians call the mountain “Bols- 
loi,” which in Russian means big. The Kuskokwims 
call them “Dinaz-ee” and the Tananas and Yukons 
“Din-alee.” The all-American route passes near Cald- 
well and Fleishman glaciers, but does not touch them. 
At one time they ground out the valleys and the pass 
which now opens the way through the mountains. he 
Indian trail to oonok runs through the pass between 
the mountains Hatay and Sneedee. The discovery of 
this pass adds to Lieutenant Herrons route the advan- 
tage of a direct all-land connection with Tyoonok. 
This, with a short extension along the coast to a point 
below the west Foreland, such as Kustatan, makes pos- 
sible an open harbor free of ice all] the year round. Simp- 
son Pass in the McKinley Range opens a way to the 
Yukon, Kuskokwim and Cape Nome countries. Lieu- 
tenant Herron judges the path to be from about a 
quarter- to about a half-mile wide. 

It is of slight grade, free from glaciers, safe from 
snowslides, the elevation on the crest 3,000 feet above 
sea level, and is approached by wide valleys. It is a wide 
gap cut out in former ages by the Fleishman glacier, 
which has receded and now stands back out of the pass. 
The Kuskokwim-Cosna Pass is low and of easy grade, 
and lies between small hills. The Targest and most im- 
portant lake in this part of Alaska is Minchumina. It 
lies close to the Kuskokwim but drains into the Toclat, 
a tributary of the Tanana. 

The primary object of Lieutenant Herron’s expedi- 
tion was to find an available all-American route into 
the centre of Alaska from the open harbor of Cook 
inlet, and he is firmly convinced that he has found it. 
If so he has performed a great service to his country 
and especially to the future commercial interests of 
Alaska. He claims for his route the following advan- 
tages: First, it pierces the centre of Alaska; and, second, 
it touches navigable points and winter trails on the most 
important river systems of Alaska, viz: Suchitna, 
Kuskokwim, Tanana and Yukon, and as a consequence 
taps the country drained by them, the most resourceful 
and promising of Alaska, and which connects with 


Nome. The objections to the Canadian route are that 
it is on foreign territory and the fact that after travers- 
ing 600 miles of its length one has only arrived on the 
border of Alaska.

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In 1779 the English Parliament passed an act pro- 
viding that “Justices of peace, commissioners of the 
land-tax, and magistrates of corporations, in the com- 
mission of the peace, are empowered, within their several 
jurisdictions, to impress all able-bodied, idle, and dis- 
orderly persons who cannot upon examination prove 
themselves to exercise some lawful trade or employ- 
ment for their support, and are to order a general search 
for all persons under this description. Persons con- 
vinced of running goods or smuggling, in a penalty 
not exceeding £40, may be raised and levied in like 
manner, in lieu of the punishment to which they are 
otherwise liable; as are persons convicted of running 
away and leaving families chargeable on their parishes.” 
It also provides that the persons so impressed must be 
able-bodied. It was soon found that the rogues were 
as expert in slipping out of His Majesty’s service as 
in avoiding other obligations, and the scheme was 
abandoned. 
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The duels of the Hungarian Army are vastly different 
from the French. Lieutenants Enderle and Exner met 
with swords at Leutschau, Hungary, as a result of a 
dispute on a skating pond. Sabers were the weapons of 
combat. In the first exchange Enderle was cut in the 
stomach; his adversary in the face. In the third ex- 
change Exner received a fearful wound extending from 
the forehead through the nose. The seconds refused to 
stop the fight. Despite the blood, which nearly blinded 
him, Exner fought on, and at last drove his sword 
through the heart of Enderle, who died in the arms of 
his second. Exner was taken to-the hospital in a grave 
condition. 
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The Bulgarian Minister of Finance, who rightly passes 
for an economical man, “even among the Bulgarians,” 
as “La France Militaire,” of Paris, dryly remarks, wishes 
to cut the Army appropriations down twenty per cent., 
while the Minister of War, General Paprikof, who is 
high in the confidence of Prince Ferdinand, naturally 
seeks to keep the budget at the old figure. Some political 
wiseacres predict that in this difference of opinion, which 
is really a conflict between the pro-Russian and the pro- 
Austrian parties, Ferdinand will find a reason for estab- 
lishing an autocratic government—after having dis- 
credited popular government in the eyes of Europe.
